THE SQUEEZE 


PROFESSIONAL RACERS ARE CAUGHT BETWEEN LOW PURSES 
AND LIMITED PROMOTION 


When Samuel Gompers back in the 1890’s was asked what the labor movement 
wanted, Gompers, its founder, replied simply, “More,” 

If the professional motorcycle racers of this nation were asked the same ques- 
tion, most of them would probably answer the same, For while the cost of everything 
in the U.S. has been steadily rising, racers’ earnings everywhere but in the west 
have stayed at the same level they were pegged at in 1935. Minimum purses set by 
the A.M.A. range from $300 to a maximum of $2,500, 

Various reasons have been given for the poverty level at which professional 
purses have been kept. Promoters on the borderline of competency may decide it is 
not worth putting on races if the purses were higher. Bigger prize money might en- 
courage professionalism, making it more difficult for the beginning racer to compete, 
It has even been argued (although not lately) that the motorcycle sport has to be kept 
small, lest big-time promoters get interested and take it over with their big-time 
money. 

In Southern California's giant District 37, professional racers, working with the 
AMA. and promoter J.C, Agajanian, insisted on, and got, purses amounting to 40% of 
the gate on non-National Championship events, such as Ascot's regular Friday night 
flattrack and once-a-month TT’s. This has resulted in total purses for the season 
being about $11,000 higher than they would have been, had they raced on a flat-purse 
basis (3-star, $600), according to District Referee Bert Brundage, 

Nevertheless, the long Ascot season causes a tapering-off of the gate receipts 
about this time every year. Promoters are less than eager to pump thousands of 
dollars into extra publicity to keep the crowds up, knowing that forty cents out of 
every dollar spent at the gate will wind up in the riders’ pockets. Riders and tuners 
seem to back off too, hesitating to let it hang out that extra bit, or to rebuild the old 
engine when they know that winning is hardly worth it when the stands are half-empty. 


LONG BEACH INDOOR-- A Case In Point 


Last year a new promoter organization came on the District 37 scene with what 
promised to be new talent and new energy to devote to building the sport. Trojan 
Enterprises, headed by Don Brymer and Bob Dowis put on a winter season of short 
track races at the Long Beach Arena that started off very successfully. Running for 
the customary 40% purse, the riders divided up $3,000 for one night's racing— 
that’s higher than the minimum for a 4-star mile dirt track meet. Everyone was 
happy except the promoters. They had mounted a jewel of a show, packed the grand- 
stands, and yet their profit, after all the expenses were deducted, was considerably 
less than they anticipated. 

The District liked the show that Trojan put on and wanted to keep them happy, so 
several concessions were made to help them turn a profit during the season, But the 
40% purse agreement could not be altered. This was an agreement made between the 
AMA and the District 37 professional riders’ association, Motorcycle Racers Incor- 
porated. Trojan was half-promised the 1968 Indoor National Championship, but when 
the Houston Astrodome promoters showed an interest in putting on motorcycle 
races, it was given to them. 

Now it is time for the Southern California Indoor season to start again, and the 
Trojan promoters flatly refuse to put on another race for a 40% purse. The AMA will 
probably refuse to issue them a sanction for any less. So Long Beach Indoors may 
run without an AMA sanction this year, for a flat purse. If the name riders race 
there, J.C, Agajanian may feel justified in expecting them to race in his shows for 
less also. Thus the hard-won 40% purse may go up the chimney in District 37 just at 
the moment when professional racers are trying to get the same deal for the whole 
United States. It is a problem that would tax the wisdom of Solomon, 

The problem is further complicated by the fact that the AMA granted a sanction to 
Agajanian for a fixed-purse short track last season. Trojan Enterprises tried running 
sportsman short track at South Gate Speedway recently but even without 40% purses 
their profits were too small to continue. 

What is the answer? How can you get more money for the men who risk their 
necks doing such fabulous racing and yet encourage the promoters to promote? 
Hardly anyone wants the AMA to lose a good promoter and all of us want more 
races, more chances for professional riders to earn a good living, 

It certainly seems clear that the minimum purses listed in the AMA rulebook 
need to be reviewed immediately with substantial increases voted in for next year, 
And they should be reviewed every year thereafter to keep minimum purses in line 
with the higher costs of racing. 
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closed when a snipe enters. A paper 
shopping bag seems to be more attrac- 
tive to the snipe however.

THOSE SNEAKY SNIPES 


In the October 12 issue of Cycle News 
and the issue preceding, I noticed an- 
nouncements of a snipe hunt sponsored 
by California City. My reason for writing 
is twofold; first to find out if there is a 
difference between Northern California 
snipe and Southern California snipe?; 
and second, since I have some experi- 
ence in hunting Northern California snipe 
(which can be found in the foothills im- 
mediately surrounding Mt. Diablo), I 
would like to share some snipe-hunting 
techniques. 

The most commong method used for 
catching snipe is with a burlap sack be- 
cause the sack can be more quickly 


In the matter of choosing a proper 
flashlight, one must be very careful, 
The best choice would be a small plastic 
pen light. However, if a large flashlight 
is used, it should also be plastic. It 
seems that reflections from the metal 
frighten snipe. The best possible choice 
(unless the area where the hunt occurs 
is brushy) would be a candle. The soft 
fluttering flame of the candle arouses 
the curiosity of the snipe. 

My advice is predicated upon the fact 
that the habits of the Northern and the 
Southern California snipe are not too 
different. According to Webster’s dic- 
tionary, a snipe is a long-billed bird 
similar to a woodchuck. My experience is

LEGISLATIVE NOTEBOOKS 


By Barbara Dahms 


Most legislators feel a responsibility for trying to pass laws wisely. (The legis. 
lature California, for example, makes a considerable effort to keep informed). But 
many seem never to consider their own responsibility — that of not passing laws 
which are not truly required. Laws governing private conduct swell the legal code, 
burden enforcement, and create a general attitude of disregard for all law because 
they are not properly the concern of government. 

The helmet law involves a matter of very private conduct! That of personal safe- 
ty, which is, if anything is, a matter of individual concern. Yet it is a part of the 
code of many states at this time. A study of a typical Southeastern state will demon- 
strate the over-zealousness of some legislators. 


Ban All Motorcycles 


The author of this bill is a medical doctor. He is also a member of the legisla- 
ture. He apparently believes in all honesty that a motorcycle is comparable toa 
submachine gun in its lethal capacity. He informed me, as he had previously in- 
formed his fellow legislators, of the terrible accident cases he had treated as a 
result of cycle injuries, He was the center of a group of doctors in his city who all 
seemed quite certain that riding ‘‘one of those things’’ was playing roadside Russian 
roulette. With federal money as the lever, he organized his bill requiring crashbars, 
helmet, windshield, or goggles (for passenger also). 

The bill was duly introduced, passed committee with no public hearing, was 
argued ‘‘on the floor’’ with a dramatic presentation by the author of grim and grisly 
slides of accident victims and gruesome descriptions of same, and was passed with 
three opposing votes, It then moved to the other house where it met some opposition 
but was passed. In three weeks from start to finish it was signed into law. 

Two months after the effective date it still had not been enforced state-wide. 
Some localities say they plan not to enforce it at all, others with modifications. The 
Department of Safety considers it an unfortunate law...passed hurriedly and without 
proper study. The author himself reported cheerfully, ‘We passed it over the head 
of the Commissioner of Safety. He didn't want it." Yet the Commissioner and his 
department are charged with setting standards and handling enforcement, 

Dealers throughout the state are unhappy with the law. In spite of increased 
sales of helmets and crashbars, it has hurt business generally. They are concerned 
about further restrictions which may follow at the next session. (There has been talk 
of banning motorcycles from the freeways.) They insist dealer unity might have pre- 
vented its passage. ‘*Nobody did anything.” they say of each other. **Nobody was for 
it but nobody did anything." 


He Never Rode One 


I asked the bill's author if he was disturbed at the idea of taking away personal 
liberty and he said, ‘If people don't have enough sense to protect themselves there 
have to be laws to protect them.” I said, ‘‘How about the 75% of automobile fatalities 
caused by head injuries? How about helmets for everyone in an automobile?” He 
agreed. ‘‘That’s probably a good idea, too.”” Buthe admitted it wouldn’t pass because 
too many people were involved. Still he denied he was discriminating against a 
minority by forcing his protection on cyclists, He was quite uninformed as to the 
very controversial ideas about a good helmet, feeling as most non-riders, that 
‘Any helmet is better than none...even a football helmet.’’ He wouldn't discuss the 
fact that a damaged helmet can be a great hazard. (His bill makes no provision for 
inspections of any sort.) He was reluctant to discuss any factual questions but kept 
repeating, “If you had seen what I have seen,” and described another case. 

He would have liked to slay his dragon, I am sure, I asked him about a statement 
credited to him...“I would close every motorcycle dealer in the state if it would 
save one life." “I don’t remember if I said that or not.” he replied. ‘The question I 
am most often asked in connection with this bill is **Why didn't you abolish them?'* 
** Abolish what?'' **Motorcycles...or at least a license to ride one." 

I asked him then if he had ever ridden and he said, **No, Ive never been on one. 
My cousin has one and I almosttooka ride once a few months ago, but I knew as sure 
as I got on that thing Га get hurt,‘

GRAND PRIX STOPS TRAFFIC

With a Santa Ana wind blowing in eamest, the largest tum-out of 
road racers at any California road race (187) and a brand new track, 
the Orange County A.C.A. National Road Race went off with a bang 


After plenty of practice, racing got 
underway with the 50-100cc G.P. Dave 
Smith was off the grid first and never 
gave up his lead, with the tower clock- 
ing him through the traps at 77 mph 
(same as his riding number) on his 
powerful little Power Research Special. 
Tom Howard (Yamaha), Rudy Galindo 
(Yamaha) and Jeff Pasternak (Angel) had 
a real one going for the next three 
places disproving the point that road 
racing isn't fun for spectators to watch. 
Howard finally dropped out leaving Gal- 
indo in second with Pasternak right 
after him. In the Tower Turn Galindo 
took a bad fall, dropping back to fifth 
(those painted lines for the drag cars 
tended to be slippery), was up and away 
again and ended third in class. The 50cc 
Class I winner running in the same race 
was Tony Nicosia (Suzuki) and the Class 
II was Mondial-mounted Sid Chambers, 
Third place man Paul Wilde (Yamaha) 
made it across the line by the skin of his 
teeth, coasting! 

The Lightweight Production class went 
to Bill Cody (200 Bultaco) his first 
crack at road racing and he looked ter- 
rific. Suzuki- mounted David Damron held 
the lead for the first two laps then Cody 
got him going down the straight. Frank 
Smith (175 Kawasaki) had third over-all 
until Steve Galbraith (200 Bultaco) passed 
him. Another Kawasaki rider, Roger 
Baeder took the 100cc win in the com- 
bined class and you could say it was 
Kawasaki's day, after the Heavyweight 
Production class ran, 

One of the most thrilling races was 
the big bore production, the combined 
250-350-500-Open race, Dick Kilgroe on 
a 450 Honda had the early lead but behind 
him was Byron Black on a 350 Kawasaki. 
As the race progressed Black got into 
the lead and although the bigger machines 
were going hard they just couldn'tcatch 
the ‘Saki that we timed at 90.45 one time 
and 93 mph another, on the official trap 
clocks in the tower. The remarkable thing 
is that the bikes were still accelerating 
hard when the clocks shut off as they are 
set purely for dragsters. A pat on the 
back for that little production machine! 

Spectators were entertained by only 
two sidecars although three practiced. 
The team of Pridmore and Caesar on a 
Triumph went around the turns really 
showing the crowd how a ‘‘kneeler’’ car 
handles and were clocked at close to 90 
mph. The other team was Amrosi and 
Farrara who were definitely experienc- 
ing handling difficulties on the Tower 
Turn, The car wheel was coming com- 
pletely up and off the ground despite 
Farrara’s efforts to hold it down. 

In the 250 Grand Prix class Ralph 
White (Kawasaki) was the early leader 
just blazing away, but went down on the 
fourth lap moving Art Baumann( Yamaha) 
into the lead spot. Another Yamaha with 
Ron Pierce aboard held down the second 
but Suzuki-mounted Walt Fulton III who 
started around 6th started his move and 
ended up with third place. Baumann was 
clocked at one time at 104 mph. 

Fulton returned to the track for the 
350-500-Open Grand Prix class on a 
Harley-Davidson, taking the first place 
spot right off and not giving it up. For 
a while it was Buddy Parriott (Norton) 
n second and then Don Vesco (BSA) took 
up the challenge ending up with the 500cc

the point leader by over 500 points, but 
Steve Hurd and Jack Byers are having it 
out for second spot. All three men were 
there to protect their point standings. 

There is a real tight battle in the 
250cc Class, with only a 100-point spread 
among Howard Jackson, Don Watkins 
and Bob Belt and again, all these riders 
were on the line. 

In the 100cc Class, Jack Morgan has 
#1 wrapped up by over 500 points, with 
Jack Froelich holding down second place.

Tracking them both 
was Marvin Van Buskirk, a Vegas rider 
on a Greeves, and Jeff Foster on a 
Triumph sponsored by Mark Alge (the 
same Triumph, incidentally, that Howard 
Beach rode when he did the spectacular 
endo that retired him for the next three 
months). Phil Bowers (CZ) came into 
the pits looking super-good, and leading 
the 250 Class. 

The rough course was leaving its mark 
on riders and machinery as early as the 
first lap, and among the early dropouts 
was J.N, Roberts, with a broken rear 
brake, There were also numberous flat 
tires due to the rocks, putting quite a 
few out of the running. The second lap, 
however, revived low spirits and pro- 
duced a new leader, Mike Patrick, plac- 
ing Steve Hurd in second position, 

By this time the course had really 
been put through the grind, becoming 3 
three-foot wide and one-foot deep powder 
mill. The danger in this was that it was 
rough to ride in the deep groove, but if 
you rode off the trail you could get into 
trouble in the rock beds or worse yet,

Europe and over here. Wearenowtrying 
harder than ever todevelopsome moto- 
cross riders for the onslaught to come 
from Europe but the differences are great 
however hard we try. ‘‘East is east and 
West is west’’ as Kipling said and that 
we can’t change. 

In England alone on a single weekend 
there could be from 25 to 40 races up 
and down the country and entries are sent 
in two weeks in advance so that the Nov- 
ices (Juniors) often lose out for a start- 
ing place unless it's a Juniors-only meet, 
Every race is for money which could be 
around $75 for a win. However, Derek 
Rickman said it would be hard for a rider 
to make a living solely as a rider al- 
though some are trying, as he could 
perhaps make only 30 or 40 pounds a 
week if he won every race (about $100 
average) and that's not enough to support 
yourself and an expensive motor cross 
machine, The purse is paid back to 6th 
or 8th places, all Seniors receiving 
starting money. 

Moving into the realm of the Interna- 
tional moto-cross riders, they are dif- 
ferent than the regular scramblers. Just 
a few are lucky enough to beona factory 
retainer as they always have money 
coming in, and to the name riders start- 

ng money is always paid. Belgium's 
Joel Robert would receive more starting 
money than England's Dave Bickers at an 
E,glish event as Robert would have to 
travel more miles to enter. In the big 
International moto-crosses a man could 
get as much as $300 starting money 
while he would win perhaps $150. 

All racing in Europe is F.I.M, sanc- 
tioned and in France a whole village will 
get together and throw a moto-cross 
with the butcher, baker, local constable 
and all getting in and working, and the 
attendance will run around 8000 people!

Derek was asked about England andhe 
said that there the people who come to 
watch scrambles are often not motor- 
cycle owners and the majority of the 
readers of the top weekly motorcycle 
newspapers are the same way. Scramb- 
ling is considereda great spectator sport 
and they come by the undreds in cars 
with the family, going through the gate 
for around 5 bob a car-full. (70€!) More 
money is made on the program sales. 
Road riders usually attend road races. 

Both brothers remarked that our local 
scrambles courses (Don took home a 
2nd place trophy from night racing at 
Perris) wouldn't do too well in England. 
The riders would get tired of riding 
them and they are just not challenging 
enough, A scrambles there is started 
when you approach a farmer, rent his 
land, mark out the course and throw your 
race. Two weeks later the land is back 
planted with beetroots or hay. They just 
couldn't dig the idea of our graded 
courses, grading being something thatis 
never done over there. Said роп, “Ноу 
can the riders develop if they ride the 
same place every week? Our riders have 
to keep progressing.” About one of our 
local top riders at Perris, “Yes, he’s 
very fast but he’d stand no chance at all 
in a regular European scrambles.” A 
partial explanation of this may be that 
over here we all know what big winners 
such as Triumphs are in scrambles but 
“по one uses a2 TR frame in moto- 
cross.” Here, we sacrifice handling for 
speed on our present circuits, 

The two went out and tried the Check- 
ers desert race and were a little over- 
whelmed with all that space. “Go for 
miles and nọ houses,” “ You mean some- 
one owns all that?” “And they go sofast 
and don't know where they're going!’’ 

Like we said, it’s obvious that we are 
not going to have the European type rac- 
ing here or they go to our type of 
scrambles tracks, **Why should they? 
The riders wouldn't keep going back. 
They have to keep developing." Our idea 
of explaining that is that in Europe they 
have a strong sense of national pride in 
the competition between countries and 
everyone tries to beat the other at 
moto-cross, whether with riders or 
machines. There's a *'thing" about a 
Frenchman being able tọ beatan English- 
man or for either of them to blowoff the 
Germans, plus having the German ma- 
chines like C-Z bettering the Greeves, 


And, it’s for money, not trophies. 


Soon the brothers will be back attheir 
factory turning out fifteen frames a week 
to be fitted out into one of the finest most 
specialized competition bikes we have 
around. After three years in business 
they run full production all the time and 
we wish them continued success, It’s 
quite a productthat they build and race!
